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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

This Office action has been issued in response to amendment filed 30 June 
2004. Claims 1-33 are canceled. Claims 34-55 are pending. Applicants' arguments 
have been carefully and respectfully considered, and they are persuasive in light of the 
instant amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34-55 are allowed, and hereby renumbered 1-22, respectively, are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to independent claim 34, now renumbered 1 , the cited prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest, in response to receiving a request, determining 
whether the request corresponds to a memory region or a memory window, and 
combining the virtual address with the remote access key if the request is to a memory 
region, and using, comparing, and allowing, as claimed in the instant claims and not 
repeated herein for the sake of brevity, if the request corresponds to a memory window. 
Claims 35-42, now renumbered 2-9, respectively, depend upon the instant claim and 
are allowable for at least the reasons set forth supra with respect to same. 

With respect to independent claims 43 and 50, now renumbered 10 and 17, 
respectively, determining whether the request corresponds to a memory region or a 
memory window by examining a bit included within the request, and in response to 
determining the request corresponds to a memory region, performing the respective 
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claimed actions (omitted herein for brevity), and in response to the request 
corresponding to a memory region, performing the respective claimed actions (omitted 
herein for brevity) is not taught or suggested by the cited prior art of record. Claims 44- 
49 and 51-55, now renumbered 11-16 and 18-22, respectively, depend upon the instant 
claim and are allowable for at least the reasons set forth supra with respect to same. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
